was  officially  dedicated  on  Sept.  1 0  in 
an  afternoon  ceremony  celebrating  its 
grand  opening  earlier  this  year- 
Located  at  500  Raymond  Avenue  on  a 
hillside  adjacent  to  Visitacion  Valley 
Middle  School,  JKSC  was  designed  to 
enhance  the  existing  neighborhood. 
JKSC  consists  of  9]  units  saving  low- 
income  seniors  capable  of  living 
independently. 

Many  officials  and  local  residents 
attended  a  grand  opening  on  May  1 1 . 

JKSC  was  buill  to  replace  the  loss  of 
senior  housing  in  the  Geneva  Towers 
complex.  Two  other  housing  develop- 
ments -  Heritage  Homes  and  Britton 
Courts  -  were  completed  two  yeais  ago 
to  replace  housing  lost  when  the  hvin 
towcR  were  imploded  in  May  1998.. 

Services  include  daily  meals,  transpor- 
tation and  social  activities.  Included  on 
the  premises  are:  pffice  space  for  service 
providers,  laundry  facilities,  an  activity 
room,  an  outer  courtyard  and  a 
community  space. 

An  on-site  child  and  family  develop- 
ment center  will  soon  open  in  JKSC  to 
provide  childcare  for  45  infants  and 
children  from  the  local  community.

An  Abridgement 
Of  Free  Speech 

Following  is  a  Idler  sent  to  the  San 
Francisco  Redevelopmenf  Agency 
(SFRA)  on  Aug  28  by  Joe  O  Vonoghue. 
president  of  the  Residential  Builders 
Association  of  San  Francisco,  respond- 
ing to  Aug  22  remarks  made  by  an  at- 
torney of  the  Asian  Lxrw  Caucus  con- 
cerning his  comments  at  an  Aug  13 
SFR.4  hearing 
Dear  Commissioners: 

This  is  a  first  response  to  the  Aug.  22 
flatulent  diatribe  of  Mr.  Fujioka  of  Asian 
Law  Caucus.  H  is  mischaracterization  of 
my  commentaries  at  the  Aug.  1 3  Rede- 
velopment Agency  hearing  makes  a 
strong  case  for  the  elimination  of  ex- 
pository education. 

The  Fujioka  defamatory  Aug,  22, 
2002  missive  certainly  validates  my 
long-espoused  premise,  thai  pseudo- 
progressives  and  left-wing  ideologues 
are  far  more  dangerous  and  even  more 
repressive  in  thought,  word  and  deed 
than  their  right-wing  counterpails  when 
they  attain  power. 

Fujioka's  omission  of  material  facts 
from  his  Aug.  22.  2002  missive  is  not 
only  an  indication  of  evidentiary  ma- 
nipulation, but  a  willful  intent  to  im- 
pugn reputations  and  integrity. 

The  fact  that  Fujioka  omitted  all  of 
Paul  Osaki's  incendiary  and  shocking 
pronouncements,  including  his  utter- 
ance that  John  Mclnemey  "had  raped 
and  pillaged  te  Japanese  community" 
is  further  evidence  of  intentional  fac- 
tual distortion. 

The  fact  that  the  Senecan  Fujioka 
omitted  all  but  ten  seconds  of  my  three- 
minute  presentation,  concomitant  with 
his  sinister  word  manipulation,  com- 
prises behavior  so  egregious  that  dis- 
barment proceedings  are  merited. 

The  fact  is  that  Fujioka  intentionally 
twisted  the  sense  of  my  words,  which 
was  understood  by  most  observers  to 
be  that  the  inflammatory  rhetoric  which 
Osaki  employed  was  the  same  hateful 
rhetoric  which  was  used  so  ignomini- 
ously  by  white  bigots  to  unjustly  intern 
persons  of  Japanese  heritage  in  the  con- 
centration camps  of  the  1 940s. 

The  fact  that  Fuj  ioka,  an  attorney  with 
the  Asian  Law  Caucus,  has  now  at- 
tempted to  poke  his  factious  forefinger 
at  my  countenance  while  accusing  me 
of  Fascist  behavior  is  certainly,  in  my 
opinion,  clear  evidence  that  Fujioka  is 

( 1 )  a  cold-blooded  character  assassin. 

(2)  a  disturbed  mind,  or  (3)  a  psychotic, 
emotionally-disturbed  person. 

The  fact  that  Fujioka  failed  to  roundly 
condemn  Paul  Osaki,  who.  like  the  pro- 
verbial dog  of  uplifted  leg,  defiled  with 
his  verbal  excrement  John  Mcinemey, 
an  honored  pillar  of  the  Catholic- 
American  community,  is  clear  evidence 
of  a  person  devoid  of  integrity,  operat- 
ing with  evil  and  maledict  intent. 

The  fact  that  Fujioka  ignored  com- 
pletely the  three-minute  abusive  verbal- 
ization by  Osaki,  a  shocking  verbaliza- 
tion that  resulted  in  a  mere  10-second, 
very  muted  comment  on  my  part  is 
clear  evidence  of  a  willflil  intent  to  not 
only  stifle  free  speech  and  necessary  re- 
buttals, but  also  free  movement. 

And,  as  anyone  knows,  even  idiots, 
such  attempts  evoke  in  our  community, 
the  community  of  San  Francisco,  vivid 
memories  not  only  of  Joe  McCarthy's 
repressions,  but  early  Alien  and  Sedi- 
tion Law  jailings.  which  impacted  Irish 
constitutional  rights  as  well  as  the  rights 
of  other  immigrant  groups.  They  were 
followed  in  later  years  with  vigilante 
hangings  and  burnings,  and  were  regret- 
tably repeated  in  the  20*^  century. 

The  fact  that  Fujioka  chose  to  vapor- 
ize and  disregard  my  pro-active  human, 
immigrant,  senior,  tenant,  and  prisoner 
rights  involvement  over  the  past  30  or 
more  years  is  evidence  that  a  self-ag- 
grandizing, deracinated  agenda  is  per- 
colating therein 
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And  the  agenda  is  the  turf  preserva- 
tion for  Fujioka,  his  allies,  and  other 
such  poverty  pimps  who  grow  fat  in 
pomp  and  circumstance  by  ensuring 
that  poverty  as  a  social  condition  re- 
mains institutionalized. 

It  is  no  coincidence  that  the  Fujioka 
diarrhea-of  the-moulh  missive  was  re- 
leased on  the  very  day  -  Aug.  22,  2002 
-  that  the  suzerain  non-profit  housing 
developer  Calvin  Welsh  was  informed 
that  his  $250  million  voter  hijacking 
was  going  to  face  a  serious  challenge. 
And  it  is  also  ironic  that  Calvin  Welsh's 
housing  minion,  the  $200,000  per  year 
Marcia  Rosen,  acknowledged  receipt  of 
the  Fujioka  missive  on  the  same  day 
thpt  the  political  community  was  so  in- 
formed, and  expressed  funereal  con- 
cerns in  her  response  and  readiness  to 
rectify  the  situation. 

Would  that  the  citizens  of  this  city, 
who  pay  Rosen  an  exorbitant  salary, 
with  its  golden  parachute  benefits  in 
excess  of  $500,000,  get  such  service.

Don't  Fall  into  the  Same 

Fall  and  winter  are  the  most  dangerous 
time  of  year  for  homefire  safety.  Home 
fires  and  fire  death  rates  peak  during  this 
time  of  year  because  of  increased  use  of 
alternative  •  heating  systems  such  as 
space  heaters  and  fireplaces.  According 
to  the  National  Fire  Protection  Agency 
(NFPA),  heating  equipment  has  re- 
sulted in  49,200  home  fires,  388  deaths, 
1,445  injuries  and  $515  million  in 
property  damage. 

Additionally,  increased  use  of  electri- 
cal power  to  support  holiday  lights  and 
improperly  caring  for  live  Christmas 
trees  also  contributes  to  higher  fire  and 
fire  death  rates.  The  U.S.  Fire 
Administration  (USFA)  estimates  that 
fires  during  the  holiday  season  injure 
2,000  people  and  cause  more  than  $500 
million  in  damage. 

As  residents  begin  to  winterize  their 
homes  this  fall,  it  is  vitally  important  that 
they  consider  placing  fire  extinguishers 
on  every  level  of  the  home  and 
examining  those  already  in  place  to 
assure  quality  performance.  Further- 
more, the  NFPA  states  that  residential 
fire  extinguishers  should  be  replaced 
every  12  years  as  well, 

"Residential  fire  extinguishers  can  be 
an  important  resource  in  a  fire  response 
plan  because  they  provide  homeowners 
with  a  means  of  containing  fires  before 
they  get  out  of  control,"  said  Roy 
Marshall,  executive  director  of  The 
Residential  Fire  Safety  Institute.  "Cur- 
rent household  penetration  for  fire 
extinguishers  is  76  percent,  however,  it 
is  crucial  to  get  penetration  closer  to  1 00 
percent  as  with  smoke  detectors." 

About  30  percent  ofhome  fires  start  in 
the  kitchen-more  than  any  other  place  in 
the  home-and  more  than  50  percent  of 
home  fire  deaths  occur  in  sleeping  areas, 
according  to  NFPA.  To  help  reduce  the 
risk  of  personal  injury  and  to  control 
property  damage,  fire  extinguishers 
should  be  placed  in  kitchens,  bedrooms 
and  in  other  areas  such  as  hallways  and

This 
hearing  should  be  conducted  in  the 
evening,  in  the  Board  of  Supervisors" 
chambers,  and  should  be  televised.  I  re- 
spectfully also  request  that  Supervisor 
Matt  Gonzalez,  the  district  supervisor 
in  this  case,  be  designated  the  hearing 
officer  in  charge. 

Prior  to  the  hearing,  the  audiotape  of 
the  Aug.  13.  2002  hearing  should  be 
aired  on  Radio  KPOO,  and  copies  sent 
to  all  major  stations.

Fije  extinguishers  should  be  inspected 
regularly  to  ensure  tliat  they  are  properly 
charged  and  available  when  needed. 
Those  that  have  low  pressure,  are 
damaged  or  corroded,  or  haven't  been 
used  within  1 2  years  should  be  replaced 
with  a  multipurpose  fire  extinguisher. 

There  are  three  fire  extinguisher 
ratings-A,  B  and  C-and  each  has  an 
intended  use.  Extinguishers  with  an  A 
rating  work  against  fires  involving 
combustible  materials  such  as  wood, 
cloth  or  paper;  a  B  rating  indicates 
effectiveness  against  fires  caused  by 
flammable  liquids  such  as  grease;  and  C 
is  intended  for  use  in  electrical  fires. 
Because  time  is  of  the  essence  when 
battling  a  home  fire,  it  may  be  safer  to 
install  fire  extinguishers  with  an  A-B-C 
rating  throughout  your  home  to  be  sure 
of  your  extinguisher's  ability  to  put  out 
or  contain  a  fire.  The  Kjdde  Full  Home 
Fire  Extinguisher  has  an  A-B-C  rating 
and  is  available  at  hardware  and  home 
centers  nationwide  and  costs  about  $  1 0. 

In  addition  to  proper  fire  extinguisher 
placement,  families  can  stay  safe  when 
the  cold  weather  arrives  by: 

*Making  sure  that  heating  equipment  is 
inspected  and  cleaned  by  a  professional; 

*K.eeping  space  and  kerosene  heaters 
at  least  three  feet  away  fi-om  anything 
that  can  bum  According  to  the 
Consumer  Product  Safety  Commission, 
300  people  die  each  year  in  fires  started 
by  heaters; 

•Using  the  oven  and  range  for  food 
preparation  only  and  not  as  a  heating 
source  for  the  home; 

•Refilling  the  stand  of  a  live  Christmas 
tree  with  water  often.  Also,  inspecting 
holiday  lights  before  putting  them  up  is 
recommended;  and 

•Developing  a  fire  escape  plan  that  the 
entire  family  is  familiar  with.  Fire 
extinguishers  are  one  element  of  a  fire 
response  plan  but  the  primary  element  is 
a  safe  escape,  \'aps

Domestic  Violence  is  one  of  society's 
worst  crimes  because  it  is  committed  by 
someone  the  victim  should  be  able  to  trust 
the  most  Intimate  partner  violence  not 
only  results  too  oftai  in  death,  it  also 
shatters  the  lives  of  children  and  other 
family  members. 

In  2000,  California  law  CTiforoement 
received  1%,406  domestic  violence  calls 
and  made  more  than  51,200  domestic 
violence  arrests.  Califomia  courts  issued 
197,360  domestic  violence  restraining 
orders.  My  own  Department  of  Justice 
denied  253  people  pemiils  to  purchase 
firearms  because  they  had  nsstraining 
orders  against  them.  Law  enforcement 
provides  victims  with  infomiation  about 
local  shelters,  community  services  and 
legal  options,  and  often  works  with 
community  organizations  to  provide  life- 
saving  services.  But  the  extraordinary 
efforts  of  these  agencies  aren't  enough  to 
solve  the  problem  alone- 
While  the  task  is  daunting,  I  want  to 
make  Califomia  the  first  state  to 
eliminate  domestic  violence.  In  part- 
nership with  local  law  enforcement,  we 
are  working  with  community  and  state 
organizations,  educators,  medical  per- 
sonnel, victims'  advocates,  faith-based 
leaders  and  others  to  implement 
vigorous  prevention  strategies. 

Asaresultoflegislation  enacted  in  1995. 
Califomia  counties  are  authorized  to 
establish  Domestic  Violence  Death 
Review  Teams  (DVDRTs)  to  thoroughly 
examine  intimate  partner-related  homi- 
cides, find  solutions  to  fill  any  gaps  in  the 
system,  improve  data  collection  and 
recommend  ways  to  prevent  fijture 
tragedies. 

Curroitly,  only  20  counties  have 
established  these  teams,  We  want  to  see 
them  in  all  58  counties. 

My  office  recently  hosted  two 
regional  training  sessions  during  which 
teams  ft'om  across  the  state  were  able  to 
share  knowledge  about  factors  they've 
identified  as  precursors  to  domestic 
violence  deaths,  and  proposals  for 
breaking  these  patterns. 

San  Diego  County's  team  found  that 
most  domestic  violence  homicides  they 


studied  in  2001  were  committed  with 
firearms,  the  incidents  occurred  primarily 
in  the  victim's  home,  and  victims  reported 
abuse  to  family  members  but  often  had  no 
contact  with  law  enforcement 

The  SantaClaraCounty  team  found  that 
victims  often  talked  about  divorce  or 
separation,  and  the  killer  exhibited 
obvious  problems,  such  as  job  loss  and 
increased  drug  or  alcohol  use. 

The  DVDRTsalso  recommend  ways  to 
prevent  ftrtuie  tragedies.  Proposals  include 
urging  victims  to  talk  about  their  history  of 
abuse,  encouraging  family  and  friends  to 
report  domestic  violence  incidents  lo  law 
enforcement  educating  physicians  on 
how  to  screen  for  evidence  of  domestic 
violence  and  expanding  sovices  for 
children  exposed  to  dcnnestic  violence. 

These  aU  are  good  su^estions  and 
worthy  of  sharing.  Toimpnovettieworkof 
DVDRTs  and  encourage  more  counties  to 
form  teams,  the  Department  of  Justice  has 
partnered  with  other  state  agencies  to 
pubi  ish  and  d  istribute  '  'Cal  ifomia' s 
Domestic  Violence  Death  Review  Team 
Pnatocol:  A  CaseforPrevention,"and  will 
continue  to  provide  training  and  research.

EPA 
pulled  all  RMP  data  off  its  Intemet  site. 
However,  "citizen"  groups  and  environ- 
mental activists  had  already  downloaded 
detailed  executive  summaries  from 
EPA'ssite,  which  thesegroupshost  online 
today. 

Bond's  proposal  appears  to  be  a  sincere 
eftbrt  to  help  fix  the  problem  -  but  it 
doesn't  go  far  enough.  The  bill  would 
allow  continued  public  viewing  of  RMPs 
at  federal  libraries  minus  tlie  names, 
addresses,  and  other  information  that 
identifies  facilities.  Yet  this  ^proach 
raises  more  questions  than  it  answers  and 
is  likely  to  be  insuflScient  to  solve  the 
problem. 

Allowing  public  viewing  of  plans  that 
lack  plant-identifying  infomiation  begs 
numerous  questions.  How  will  people 
specify  what  plans  they  want  to  view?  If 
they  simply  review  random  plans,  what 
purpose  would  that  serve? 

Even  if  this  bill  became  law,  terrorists 
might  still  be  able  to  figure  out  ways  to 
request  RMPs  for  specific  plants.  For 
example,  if  they  select  plans  based  on 
geographic  criteria,  they  may  be  able  to 
easily  target  which  specific  plans  they 
view  In  addition,  they  can  use  the 
executive  summaries  hosted  on  the 
Intemet  by  self-designated  "citizen'" 
groups  to  develop  criteria  for  viewing 
plans.

California's  New  Water  Wars 
Let's  Act  Now  to  Head 
Off  Lx)oming  Water  Crisis

If  you  hated  last  year's  energy  crisis, 
think  how  much  worse  life  will  be  if 
California  doesn't  have  enough  water 
Water  supply  is  California's  next  "cri- 
sis." Water  affects  every  family  and  in- 
dustry. Farming,  tourism,  fisheries,  and 
human  health  all  depend  on  adequate 
water.  While  we  fi-et  over  a  temsrist  at- 
tack on  our  water  storage  system,  the 
^^ter  threat  probably  comes  from  njn- 
away  growth  outstripping  supply  Fail- 
ure to  link  growth  and  water  supply  has 
placed  us  on  the  edge  of  a  serious  water 
crisis.  Will  there  be  enough  wet  stuff  for 
fish,  farms  and  families  as  California 
continues  to  grow? 

The  state's  water  inlrastmcture  is  as 
aged  and  inadequate  for  today'sdemands 
as  is  our  energy  grid .  Supplying  water  to 
Califomians  will  become  more  difficult 
as  the  state  grows  to  42.7  million  people 
by  the  year  2015,  Reservoirs  were  built 
to  supply  a  population  about  half  what  it 
will  be  in  1 5  years,  A  tunnel  that  brings 
millions  of  gallons  to  the  Bay  Area  hasn't 
been  inspected  or  mainlainaj  in  25  years. 
And  the  state  doesn 't  have  the  money  to 
bankroll  needed  improvements.  If  we 
make  the  same  mistakes  with  water  that 
we  made  with  energy,  we'll  all  soon 
shower  from  a  bucket. 

There  are  few  things  water  cannot  pen- 
etrate or  erode,  given  time.  But  it  hasn't 
overcome  the  political  divisions  caused 

Bill  Paves  Way  to  New 
Approach  to  HIV  Testing

law  Aug.  27  by  Governor  Gray  Davis. 

The  new  bill  should  help  ease  the 
shortage  of  certified  HIV  testing 
counselors,  particularly  among  those 
organizations  and  testing  programs 
working  with  higher  risk  populations. 
Currently,  such  training  and  certifica- 
tion is  only  offered  under  state 
supervision  through  county  health 
departments. 


Farms  con- 
sumer 80  percent  of  the  state's  devel- 
oped water,  and  cities  and  environmen- 
talists are  eyeing  that  share  with  deep 
thirst.  Farmers  are  even  fighting  one 
another  now.  Prepare  yourself  for  the 
next  great  battle  in  California's  long 
water  wars. 

Water  supplies  are  becoming  less  flex- 
ible due  to  drought,  contamination  and 
overdrafled  groundwater  supplies.  Fami 
irrigation  nin-off  is  carrying  toxicchemi- 
cals  to  aquifers  and  tributaries.  Urban 
runoff  through  storm  drains  is  doing  the 
same  to  rivers  and  bays.  Careful  long- 
range  planning  is  a  necessity. 

Rainfall  is  way  down  this  year  in 
Southern  Califotnia.  Rainfall  in  the  north 
is  high.  Three-fourths  of  California's 
water  use  is  south  of  Sacramento,  while 
three-quarters  of  California's  precipita- 
tion falls  north  of  the  capital.  But  ship- 
ping water  from  north  lo  south  is  a  hot 
button  issue.  Predictions  are  for  less  fu- 
ture Sierra  snowpack,  due  to  global 
warming,  intensifying  water  shortage 
problems.  From  fights  over  Yosemite 
and  the  Owens  Valley,  to  the  Peripheral 
Canal  battle,  control  of  water  has  per- 
meated past  Califomia  politics.  Those 
fights  are  echoed  in  current  battles  over 
lapping  the  Salton  Sea  to  provide  water 
for  fast-growing  San  Diego,  and  divert- 
ing north  state' water  for  Central  Valley 
farming  thus  harming  fisheries.  Compet- 
ing interests  are  already  suing  one  an- 
other, threatening  water  deliveries. 

This  year  looms  as  a  watershed  year 
for  our  future.  In  November,  voters  will 
decide  the  fate  of  a  $3.5  billion  water 
bond, the  third  since  1996.  The  Legisla- 
ture is  considering  a  separate  $2.9-bil- 
lion  water  bond  for  the  ballot.  But  even 
it  passed  they'rejust  a  drop  in  the  bucket 
of  what's  needed.  Congress  will  vote  on 
a  long-term  water  management  plan, 
without  which  the  federal  government 
won't  continue  flmding  to  the  state's 
Bay-Del  ta  and  other  water  projects.  Cali- 
fomia will  lose  15%  of  its  Colorado 
River  supply  by  20 1 6,  whi  le  growing  by 
30  percent.  We  must  have  apian  in  place 
this  year  to  absorb  that  cut.  or  the  fed- 
eral government  could  cut  off  800,000 
acre-feet  of  water  to  Califomia.  Water 
has  already  become  a  point  of  conten- 
tion in  this  year's  governor's  race.  Bill 
Simon  is  trying  to  gain  the  upper  hand 


on  Gray  Davis,  claiming  the  governor  is 
not  moving  fast  enough  to  anticipate  and 
solve  the  state's  looming  water  shortage. 

The  Stale  look  an  important  step  last 
year  toward  improving  the  linkage  be- 
tweenwateravailabilityandgrowth.  The 
new  law  stands  for  die  notion  that  we 
should  not  be  planning  and  approving 
new  development  without  reliable,  sus- 
tainable and  high  quality  water  sources, 
and  impacts  how  communities  address 
water  supply  issues.  Wateragencies  must 
now  determine  that  a  sufficient  water 
supply  is  avail^le,  not  only  for  newly 
proposed  large  housing  developments, 
but  for  existing  customers  as  well,  be- 
fore those  new  developments  are  ^- 
proved.  If  the  local  jurisdiction  finds 
inadequate  long-term  water  supplies, 
they  must  propose  plans  for  increasing 
supply.  Without  this  new  information  in 
Water  Plans,  agencies  are  not  eligible  for 
fijnds  from  the  Department  of  Water 
Resources  until  2006.  No  plan,  no  wa- 
ter It's  as  simple  as  that.  It  makes  sense, 
but  up  until  now  has  never  been  done 
before. 

Areas  with  chronic  water  supply  prob- 
lems may  intensify  their  search  for  new 
supplies,  or  stretch  supplies  through  con- 
servation, reuse  and  water  transfers. 
Development  interests  will  spend  more 
effort  investigating  water  supply  options. 
Over  time,  the  technical  slate  of  the  art 
for  water  supply  and  demand  forecast- 
ing and  planning  will  improve.  One 
small  step  was  taken  last  year  to  gel  con- 
trol over  where  growth  occurs,  and  this 
year  we  can  take  a  few  more  steps  to- 
ward heading  off  a  crisis.  You  can't  grow 
a  flower  without  water.  The  same  should 
hold  true  for  a  community.

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Expanding  Democracy  at  the  Ballot  Box

Calling  all  potential  voters:  Want  to 
improve  education,  expand  health  care 
or  fix  the  economy?  Those  are  just  a  few 
of  the  great  challenges  facing  our  state 
that  require  the  attention  of  ever> 
eligible  citizen  to  turn  out  and  vote  on 
Election  Day.  However,  to  fully  address 
those  issues,  we  first  must  reverse  the 
state's  30-year  downward  slide  in  voter 
turnout.  Iliissituation  is  becoming  quite 
serious  -  In  the  March  pnmaiy  election, 
we  experienced  the  lowest  voter 
participation  since  1924. 

Proposition  52.  tlie  Election .  Day 
Voter  Registration  (EDVR)  Initiative 
on  the  November  ballot,  will  involve 
more  people  in  the  election  process  by 
making  it  possible  to  both  register  and 
vote  on  Election  Day,  EDVR  is  based 
on  the  principle  that  voting  is  a 
fundamental  right  and  responsibility 
All  Califomians  should  have  the 
opportunity  lo  influence  the  decisions 
that  will  impact  their  everyday  lives. 

Prop  52  makes  sense  because  It  cuts 
through  the  red  tape  in  tlie  voter 
registration  process  while  Increasing 
penalties  for  those  who  might  abuse  the 
right  to  vote  by  committing  voter  fraud. 
It  will  allow  legally  eligible  voters  to 
register  and  vote  on  Election  Day  after 
showing  valid  ID  to  prove  that  they  are 
In  their  correct  polling  place. 

The  current  voting  system  in  Califor- 
nia does  not  empower  most  people  to 
vote  -  in  fact.  It  can  discourage  many 
voters  from  getting  out  to  the  polls  with 
arbitrary  and  unrealistic  deadlines  for 
registration.  Califomians  lead  busy 
lives,  and  should  not  be  penalized  for  not 
filling  out  forms  months  In  advance. 
Many  political  campaigns  do  not  even 
begin  lo  communicate  with  voters  until 
two  weeks  out  from  Election  Day  -  well 
past  the  cuR-ent  registration  deadline. 

By  encouraging  more  people  to  get 
involved  in  the  political  process. 
Proposition  52  promotes  the  very 
cornerstone  of  democracy,  and  gives 
citizens  the  power  to  make  a  difference 
in  their  own  neighborhoods  and 
communities. 

EDVR  is  a  proven  way  to  Increase 
voter  participation.  A  recent  study  by 


researchers  Stephen  Ansolabehere  of 
MIT  and  Michael  Alvarez  of  Caltech 
shows  that  EDVR  Increases  voter 
turnout  by  three  to  six  percent.  This 
would  translate  to  almost  one  million 
more  voters  here  In  California. 

In  fact,  EDVR  already  has  proven 
successful  in  the  states  where  voters  are 
allowed  to  register  and  vote  on  Election 
Day.  In  Wisconsin,  for  example,  where 
EDVR  has  been  In  place  for  25  years,  65 
percent  of  eligible  voters  participated  in 
the  2000  presidential  election,  compared 
withjust  52  percent  in  California  Many 
experts  say  this  Isthe  only  real  reform  that 
Increases  voter  participation. 

That  is  why  the  California  League  of 
Women  Voters,  the  California  Profes- 
sional Firefighters,  the  California 
Nurses  Association  and  dozens  of  other 
influential  groups  and  organizations 
throughout  the  state  support  Prop  52. 

Proposition  52  would  implement 
Election  Day  Voter  Registration  here  in 
Caltfomiaby: 

*Allowing  eligible,  but  unregistered 
voters  to  present  valid  identification  to 
register  and  cast  bal  lots  on  Election  Day, 

•Enhancing  the  integrity  of  the 
election  process  by  requiring  Election 
Day  registrants  to  present  a  Callfomla 
driver's  license  or  two  other  valid  forms 
of  identification.  Under  the  current 
system,  no  identification  is  required  to 
register  or  to  vole. 

*lmprovlng  election  security  by 
strengthening  protections  against  voter 
fraud.  Penalties  for  voter  fraud  would 
become  mandatory  and  fines  would 
double  from  their  current  level. 
"Conspiracy  to  commit  voter  fraud" 
would  become  a  felony. 

•Expanding  access  to  voter  Informa- 
tion by  posting  voter's  rights  as  well  as 
penalties  for  voter  fraud  in  a  prominent 
area  at  every  polling  place. 
*-The  Voting  Rights  Act  of  1965 
removed  poll  taxes  and  literacy  tests, 
allowing  millions  of  Americans  their 
fundamental  right  to  vote.  We  can 
continue  to  expand  democracy  in 
California  by  removing  another  barrier 
to  the  voting  process  by  passing 
Proposition   52   and  implementing

1.  Do  your  passengers  tilt  when 
you  turn? 

When  you're  driving,  you're  holding 
onto  the  steering  wheel,  so  "body  roll" 
may  not  be  all  that  noticeable  to  you.  If 
your  passengers  have  to  hang  on  when 
you  go  around  a  comer,  however,  your 
vehicle  can  use  some  help. 

Besides  being  uncomfortable,  body 
roll  also  makes  your  vehicle  harder  lo 
drive.  During  a  turn,  body  roll  shifts 
the  vehicle's  weight  to  the  outside 
tires,  making  steering  more  difficult 
and  reducing  your  tires'  contact  with 
the  ground.  Less  tire  contact  means 
less  control- 
To  reduce  body  roll,  you  can  replace 
the  original  front  anti-sway  bar  with  a 
larger  one.  Plus,  you  'II  want  to  add  a  rear 
anti-sway  bar  (or  swap  to  a  larger  unit). 

Lowering  springs  also  will  reduce 
body  roll  and  lower  your  vehicle's 
center  of  gravity,  making  it  more  stable 
on  the  road, 

2.  Do  your  tires  squeal? 
Squealing  tires  are  a  sign  that  you're 

losing  traction,  which  again  means 
you're  losing  control. 

if  your  tires  make  a  lot  of  noise  when 
you're  going  around  tums-or  even  when 
you  accelerate  from  a  slop-you  need  new 
tires,  Eitheryou've  worn  out  theones that 
came  on  your  vehicle,  or  you're  a  more 
enthusiastic  driver  than  average. 


of  that  vehicle's  average  driver.  If  itie 
average  driver  takes  a  rather  leisurely 
pace  around  comers,  then  the  tires  on 
your  car  or  truck  are  going  to  talk  back 
when  you  tum  quickly.  You  may  need  to 
step  up  to  high-periformance-or  even 
ultra-high-performance-tires  lo  accom- 
modate your  driving  style. 

3.  Does  your  vehicle  bounce  a  lot'!' 
If  your  vehicle  bounces  two  or  three 

times  after  you  hit  a  pothole  or  a  bump 
in  the  road,  you're  ready  for  new  shock 
absorbers.  Because  shocks  and  springs 
work  closely  together,  they  must  be 
well  matched.  If  you  change  to  stitTer 
springs  or  lower  your  vehicle,  you'll 
probably  need  to  change  shocks,  loo. 

4.  Is  there  a  big  delay  after  you  tum 
the  wheel? 

ll's  easy  to  make  any  vehicle  more 
responsive,  which  makes  emergency 
maneuvers  easier. 

Older  cars  and  trucks  came  from  the 
factory  with  rubber  body  and  suspen- 
sion bushings,  which  "cmsh"  when  you 
tum.  increasing  your  vehicle's  response 
time.  Even  If  your  vehicle  came  with 
more  modem  urethane  bushings,  they 
may  be  wom  out.  A  switch  to  new  high- 
performance  urethane  bushings  can 
make  your  car  or  truck  more  responsive 
and  also  reduce  body  roll. 

Often,  a  car  or  truck  won't  respond 
right  away  when  you  step  on  the  gas  or 
tum  the  wheel  because  the  vehicle  is 
trying  to  twist  itself  This  Is  wasted 
energy,  reducing  your  fijel  economy. 
Fortunately,  accessories  that  stiffen  your 
vehicle-including  subframe  connectors 
and  stmt  lower  braces-will  reduce  this 
body  flex,  so  the  vehicle  responds  to  your 
commands  more  quickly.

Getting  a  loan  can  be  a  confusing 
process,  even  for  those  who  really 
understand  their  finances.  While  re- 
sponsible lenders  should  fully  explain 
loan  terms,  all  bon-owers  should  take 
their  own  steps  to  ensure  they  fully 
understand  the  financial  options  avail- 
able to  them  Lisa  Sodeika.  vice 
president  ofconsumer  lending  practices 
at  Household  (parent  company  of 
Household  Finance  Corp.  and  Benefi- 
cial), encourages  borrowers  to  ask 
lenders  a  series  of  questions  to  get 
clarity.  She  offers  the  following 
checklist  as  a  guideline: 

•  What  are  the  monthly  payments  and 
when  are  thev  due  * 

Be  clear  on  the  sum  of  all  expenses 
you  will  owe  each  month,  when  your 
payments  are  due  and  if  the  loan 
payments  fit  Into  your  budget. 

*ls  this  a  closed-end  or  revolving 
loan? 

With  a  closed-end  loan,  you  borrow  a 
lump  sum  of  money  and  pay  it  off  over 
a  specific  period  of  time.  With  a 
revolving  loan,  as  debt  is  paid  down,  you 
have  the  option  ofborrowing  additional 
funds  as  longas  theoutstandlng  balance 
does  not  exceed  a  certain  limit. 

*lsthe  interest  rate  of  the  loan  fucedor 
variable? 

A  fixed  rate  loan  sets  one  interest  rate 
for  tlie  loan's  duration.  Witli  a  variable 


loan,  interest  rales  may  go  up  or  down 
periodically  throughout  the  loan  s  term 
based  on  an  interest  rate  Index  (usually 
within  certain  limits). 

*Can  tlie  rate  or  the  monthly  payment 
change? 

If  you  have  a  fixed  interest  rale  and 
term,  your  payment  will  not  Increase 
during  the  temi  of  the  loan  as  long  as  you 
makepaymentsontime.  Withavariable 
rale  loan,  payments  can  change  based  on 
the  interest  rale  index. 

•If  you  make  every  monthly  payment 
in  full  and  on  time,  when  will  tliis  loan  be 
paid  off? 

Be  aware  of  the  term  of the  loan  so  you 
can  plan  appropriately  to  achieve  your 
short-  and  long-term  financial  goals, 

•What  is  the  annual  percentage  rate 
(APR)"^ 

The  annual  percentage  rate  is  the 
actual  interest  rate  you  pay  on  your  loan 
( including  the  costs  of  obtaining  credit). 

•Beyond  interest  rate,  what  are  the 
other  costs  involved? 

Be  aware  if  there  are  additional  fees 
associated  with  your  loan  such  as 
origination  costs,  annual  fees  or  loan 
processing  fees. 

•Isthe  loan  unsecured  orareyou  using 
your  home  or  personal  items  such  as 
your  car  to  secure  the  loan? 

Unsecured  (personal)  loans  are  not 
secured  by  collateral  (such  as  your 


home)  or  personal  property  and  thus 
typically  have  higher  interest  r^es. 
Secured  loans  have  lower  Interest  rates, 
but  require  boaowers  lo  secure  the  loan 
with  collateral  such  as  real  estate,  a 
savings  or  investment  account  or  other 
valuables. 

*Does  the  loan  have  a  prepayment 
penalty? 

A  prepayment  penalty  is  a  fee  charged 
for  paying  off  a  loan  In  full  prior  to  the 
stated  term.  Some  lenders  now  offer 
borrowers  the  choice  of  accepting  a 
lower-rate  loan  with  aprepayment  fee  or 
a  higher-rate  loan  without  one. 

•Are  there  other  products  in  addition 
to  the  loan,  such  as  optional  credit 
insurance,  that  you  are  buying? 

Additional  products,  such  as  credil 
insurance,  may  provide  additional 
security:  however,  it  is  important  to  ask 
your  lender  how  much  these  products 
cost  and  how  much  they  can  actually 
help  you.

Domestic  Steel  Now  Recovering  From  an  Import  Crisis 


The  American  steel  industry  is 
coming  out  of  its  worst  crisis  In 
history,  but  an  import  relief  program 
that  President  Bush  put  In  place  this 
year  is  starting  to  have  a  positive 
impact,  according  to  a  study  recently 
published  by  Dr.  Peler  Morici.  a 
professor  of  international  business  at 
the  University  of  Maryland. 

In  recent  years,  the  United  States 
became  the  world's  steel  dumping 
ground,  as  massive  levels  of  foreign 
steel  were  dumped  here,  due  to  global 
excess  steel  capacity  and  rigged 
markets  abroad.  These  illegal  and 
unfair  practices,  combined  with  an 
overvalued  dollar,  caused  the  U.S. 
steel  industry  losses  In  excess  of  $3 
billion  in  the  last  three  years,  and 
drove  34  American  steel  companies 
Into  bankruptcy.  As  a  result,  more 
than  50,000  steelworkers  were  sent 
from  manufacturing  lines  to  unem- 
ployment lines  across  America.         OiJ  *   t  ^

U.S.  and  Worid  Prices:  A  Survey  of 
Some  Counterintuitive  Results."  these 
tariffs,  along  with  a  depreciating  dollar, 
have  started  the  healing  process  for 
America's  steel  industry,  without 
causing  short-term  damage  to  U.S. 
steel-consuming  manufacturers.  While 
there  has  been  partial  price  restoration  in 
some  steel  products,  steel  prices  here 
remain  below  their  20-year  averages, 
and  steel  prices  abroad  are  up  by  as 
much  or  more, 

Despite  these  positive  signs,  the 
healing  process  for  steel  is  still  far  from 
over,  as  steel  companies  continue  to 
fulfill  multiyear  contracts  set  while  steel 
prices  were  at  record  lows. 

This  healing  process  Is  fijrther 
drawn  out  by  exclusions  to  the  tariffs, 
which  have  been  granted  to  foreign 
producers.  In  fact,  more  than  800 
additional  requests  for  exemptions  are 
currently  being  considered  by  the 


federal  government.  Many  of  these 
requests  are  from  lite  same  foreign 
producers  who  previously  benefited 
from  dumping  steel  into  the  U  S,  and 
who  now  want  permission  lo  send  steel 
again  to  our  shores  at  dumped  prices. 
While  concerned  about  unwar- 
ranted exemptions,  the  steel  Industry 
has  publicly  voiced  support  for 
President  Bush's  actions  and  has 
embraced  the  administration's  policy 
in  defending  one  of  America's  most 
vital  industries  against  unfair  and 
Illegal  trade  practices.  The  President's 
steel  program  is  beginning  to  work,  as 
a  competitive  U.S.  steel  industry  is 
being  slowly  restored  lo  health  while 
it  efficiently  meets  our  nation's  steel 
demands.

the  American  steel  industry  had  been 
seriously  injured  by  imports.  In 
March  of  2002.  President  Bush  took 
action  on  those  findings  and  imposed 
tariffs  on  certain  imports  of  steel 
through  2005.  While  these  tariffs  do 
not  prevent  foreign  steel  from 
entering  U  S,  markets,  they  have 
begun  to  correct  the  undercutting  of 
prices  of  steel  dumped  from  foreign 
markets.
